held in the face of the o\ prwhelmm^ 
forces opposed to the Russians, and 
tt is not likely that Oyama will rest 
oatisfied with his victory at Mukden,

his defeat around the western tombs 
Kaulbars, finding: his retreat directly 
northward cut off, made a detour to 
the eastward, where he was still fight- 
ing at last accounts.

must also still be in the hills to the 
eastward. The Japanese report the 
capture of 24 more guns, GG in all, a 
rather small number considering the 
decisive defeat and the number of 
men captured* The Japanese losses 
have been remarkably light in view of 
tho length and severity of the fighting. 


A correspondent with General Ku- 


rold's army tells how the battle of 
Mukden was won. The Russian gen- 
eral was deceived as to where the 
blow was to be struck, and after mass- 
ing his forces on the Japanese right 
found, when too late, that his right 
was the objective of the Japanese. 


In all the speculation as to peace 


the one point that is coming to the 
front is that Russia would prefer t6 
settle directly with Japan without the 
aid of any third nation. This is in line 
with (he dream of many leading Rus- 
sian*: that the natural allies in the far 
east are Japan and Russia, they being 
the only nations whose domains bor- 
der on Korea and Manchuria, both 
having other interests there besides 
those of trade. 


Nontrftltty Not Vi«l*t*«\ 


March 14. — from tk« 


foreign oAc« at Tokyo th« Japanese 
legation has deceived a dispatch boar- 
ing on the report that the Russian 
government hat again drawn the at- 
tention of the powers with a state- 
ment to the effect that the Imperial 
troops were guilty of a violation of 
Chinese neutrality, as their appear- 
ance behind the Russian army in the 
western part of Fentien province must 
have been effected by taking a route 
through Mongolia. "As a matter of 
fact," the Japanese dispatch from To- 
kyo says, "the imperial forces have 
never passed through Mongolian terri- 
tory, while Russfa had long been 
drawing supplies from Mongolia and 
always has been sending there dis- 
guised or armed troops which, intimi- 
dating native princes and people, have 
caused them to render assistance to 
the Russians in the rear." 


Russian Prisoners. 


Newchwang, March ^.4. — The ques- 


tion of transporting and caring for the 
thousands of Russian prisoners is now 
engrossing the attention of the Jap- 
anese authorities 
It is said over 


40,000 will be sent to Japan by way of 
Dalny, and that large numbers will be 
shipped from Yinkow as soon as the1 
Liao river opens. Japanese officers ar- 
riving say that Russian soldiers are 
surrendering in a constant stream, 
and that great bodies of men kneeling 
beg the mercy of the victors. Starv- 
ing, wounded and 
half-frozen Rus- 


sians, the officers say, are hiding in 
the countryside, and as their escape 
is impossible they must either surren- 
der or starve to death, the country 
being denuded of provisions. 


Deed of Terrorists. 


St. Petersburg. March 14.-— Further 


terrorist attempts are reported. Lieu- 
tenant Kouloff of the Volga Cossacks 
has been mortally injured by revolu- 
tionaries in the courtyard of his home 
at Kremenchug, in revenge, it is sup- 
posed. for his share, in suppressing the 
disorders in Moscow. M. Hoffenberg, 
chief of police at Minsk, was attacked 
by a man armed with a revolver, but 
escaped unhurt. 
Many officers con- 


cerned in the suppression of disorders 
have 
received threatening letters. 


Revolutionary 
proclamations 
have 


been discovered at Cronstadt, inciting 
sailors and dockyard -workmen to re- 
fuse to fit out warships or, as an alter- 
native, damage them so as to prevent 
their sailing. 


Compliments the Japs. 


St. Petersburg. March 14 — General 


Kuropatkin compliments the Japanese 
intelligence department 
lie says in 


a late dispatch: "Thanks to the organ- 
ization of their intelligence depart- 
ment and their reconnaissance, the 
Japanese always knew the positions 
occupied by our army." In a dispatch

ways minimized, but where now peace
